Council for decision on any question but no 
decision on any question shall be taken by 
circulation of papers, unless not less than two- 
thirds of the members agre e to decide such 
question by circulation of papers. In the 
event of such majority not agreeing, the 
Chairman or the Vice-Chairman, as the case 
may be, shall withdraw the papers from cir- 
culation and have the question decided at a 
meeting of the Regional Council. 

(il) When the papers relating to any question are 
circulated for decision among the members, a 
period of not less than fifteen days, commenc- 
ing from the date of such circulation shall 
elapse before any decision is taken on the 
question. 

(iii) Every decision taken by circulation of papers 
shall be noted by the Regional Council at its 
next meeting." 

II. In Bye-law 30, for the sentence “All decisions at 
all meetings shall be taken by a majority of votes.”, 
substitute the following, namely: — 

“All decisions before the Regional Council shall 
be decided by a majority of votes."
